IN  A DIFFERENT  classroom 
situation  is  Anna  Brady,  of  San- 
dy Utah,  who  is  completing  her 
student  teaching  in  the  health 
and  physical  education  classes  of 
Payson  High  School.  She  also 
teaches  half  a day  and  attends 
classes  in  the  afternoon. 

Miss  Brady  has  found  that 
in  the  classroom  a teacher 
must  he  really  sure  of  the  sub- 
ject, because  the  students  are 
“sharp.”  . , 

She  likes  the  teaching  plan 
and  finds  it  very  helpful.  Some 
people  think  student  teaching  is 
a joke  but  you  get  out  of  it  what 
you  put  into  it.
